LOS ANGELES.—(XP)—A teller of a 


Cleveland, Ohio, bank, who detectives 
said, "got a wrong kink in his head 
for 10 minutes," and stole about ?30,- 
000, was en route by train back to his 
home Wednesday after having been 
apprehended here at the end of a 
flight by airplane. 


The man. Charles S. Mills, 38, was 


taken into 'custody Monday by detec- 
tives_and willingly began the return 
trip To Cleveland. He was found at 
a Los Angeles hotel carrying about

A state revenue department regula- 


tion requiring cigarette packages to 
bo stripped of their cellophane wrap- 
pers when applying the 5-cent state 
stamp, has been withdrawn, and the 
stamp may not be applied to the cello- 
phane wrapper, according to,an,order 
issued October 25 by David A. Gates, 
commissioner of state revenues at 
Little Rock. 


Mr. Gates has issued instructions to 


wholesale .and retail dealers in cig- 
arettes that they must roughen the 
cellophane wrapper before .applying 
the ilamp, and will be held respon- 
sible for fixing the stamp so securely 
that it cannot be removed without 
destroying it, 


The commissioner's revised action 


was taken after a conference with 
manufacturers and dealers, wlio wish- 
ed to co-operate with state officials 
but were unwilling to damage cig- 
arette packages in the manner pre- 
scribed by the first ruling.

on past as .w,ell as future deliveries of 
coUon in paymeirt tW'thev'Kovernme 
of ;their seed loans: : •.

"When the seed loan borrower," he 


said, "was delivered sufficient cotton 
on the basis of eight cents a pound to 
settle his loans he will be permitted 


(to sel the remainder of his crop with- 
out any additional payment on his 
seed loan. All cotton that has been 
delivered, together with that as ylct to 
be delivered, will be credited on the 
farmer's account at eight cents per 
pound less the proper deductions for 
six months carrying charges, such as 
insurance, storage and the like." 


This 8 cent basic price applies only 


to cotton pooled through the associa- 
tion, according to Max Cox, manager 
of the Hone branch of the Mid-South 
Cotton Growers Association. For a 
grower to take .advantage of this of- 
fer of securing 8 cents a nound for 
cotton applied against his seed or feed 
loans, he need only join the associa- 
tion, whereby he pledges all of his 
crop this year and next to be sold 
the co-op.

Blames Politics 


Albert Carlson Says He 


Was Aiding Expose of 


County Affairs 


TRUMANN.—Albert Carlson, aged 


about 45, superintendent of the Poin- 
sett County Lumber and Manufactur- 
ing Company, was shot by one of two 
unidentified men parked in an auto- 
mobile while on his way home from 
his office shortly after 9 Wednesday 
night. Only one shot was fired. The 
bullet entered the left side but missed 
all vital organs. His wound is not 
serious, physcians said. 


Officers investigating the shooting 


said Mr. Carlson apparently was the 
victim of a hold-up attempt. It was 
said there have been several hold-ups 
in this vicinity recently, and that phy- 
sical facts surrounding the Carlson 
shooting led officers to believe tha 
lumberman was shot by two robbers 
who have been operating here during 
the past few weeks. 


Carlson, it is reported, told officers 


that no effort was made to hold him 
up. Hu said he believes his efforts 
in uncovering what he termed "cor- 
ruption in Foinsett county official cir- 
cles" were responsible for the shoot- 
ing. 
He vvas on his way home from 


his office, where he had been assem- 
bling evidence to the presented to the 
Poinsett grand jury, when he was 
shot. 


The wounded man said he observed 


a small automobile parked near the 
curb, and that after he walked past 
it the machine was started. As it ap- 
proached him lie saw two men. One 
of them, without uttering a word, 
pointed a pistol at him and fired. Aft- 
er the first shot, he said, it appeared 
that the weapon "jammed." The two 
men drove hurriedly away, and Carl- 
son said he started to run. Neither of 
the men alighted from the automobile. 


Carlson ran ' to the home of Mrs. 


Pauline Cash, where he takes his 
meals, and a physician was called. Af- 
ter first aid had been administered 
Carlson was taken to a hsopital at 
Jonesboro. At the hospital it was said 
his wound apparently is not danger- 
ous. It had not been determined 
whether an operation would be neces- 
sary. 


Carlson's home is in Memphis, but 


ho spends most of his time in Tru- 
mann. He is regarded as one of the 
town's leading citizens. The shooting 
created considerable excitmeent and it 
is believed the shooters would have 
been dealt with severely had they 
been captured.

he intended to end his life, Neil K. 
("Popeye") Pumphrey, ?8, well-known 
police character of Memphis, entered 
the bathroom of the apartment that 
he and his wife occupied on Park 
avenue and sent a bullet through his 
head Wednesday afternoon. He was 
discovered by his brother-in-law and 
hurried to St. Joseph's infirmary, 
where he died a short lime later. 


About two years ago Pumphrey

Pumphrey was arrested here last 


year in connection with the hold-up 
of the Woodlawn-American National 
Bank of Birmingham, Ala. He was 
questioned by officers, but proved that 
le was not in Birmingham on the day 
of the robbery. In 1929 he was wound- 
ed in a shooting affray in KaKnsas 
~ity. 


Pumphrey agreed to accompany a 


local officer to Birmingham in order 
that employes of the bank might look 
him over. He chartered a plane and, 
accompanied by 
Detective Herbert 


Akers. flew as fas a Brown's Wells 
Miss., where he questioned Akers' au- 
thority to hold him. Akers had no 
warrant for Fumphrey and said he 
merely was accompanying "oPpeye." 


Pumphrey next appeared 
in the 


headlines when, with Hubert Coates 
of this city, he was arrested in con- 
nection with gaming activities in Sar- 
atoga Springs, N. Y. Both he and 
Coates were released. 


For some time Pumphrey ha.s been 


suffering from poor health, and it is 
believed that caused him to kill him- 
self. Besides his mother and wife, he 
!s survived by a brother, said to re- 
ido in Memphis.

WASHINGTON,—Cotton growers will be allowed 
eight cents a pound on past as well as future deliveries 
of cotton in payment to the government of their seed 
loans. 
Senator Smith, Democrat, South Carolina, announced 
Wednesday that the Agriculture Department had 
agreed to allow this retroactive policy.

"When the seed loan borrower," he said, ('was dejiv- 
ered sufficient cotton on the basis of eight cents a 
pound to settle his loans he will be permitted to sell the 
remainder of his crop without any additional payment 
on his seed loan. All cotton thai has been delievered, 
together with that as yet to be delivered, will be credit- 
ed on the farmer's account at eight cents per pound 
less the proper deductions for six months carrying 
charges, such as insurance, storage and the like."
